OFFICIALS BELIEVE~ 
THEY KNOW KILLER 


Say Man, Answering De- 
scription of Gunman, 
Recently Escaped In- 
sane Asylum at Islip. 


NEW YORK, June 19.—(7)—A 
shooting, which police believe may be 
traced to the maniac blamed for two 
killings in the past week, occurred to- 
night in Brooklyn while several hun- 
dred members of the police force 
scoured Queens for trace of the slayer. 

As in the two previous cases, the 
victim was seated in an automobile 
with a woman when he was shot. This 
time, however, the shot was not imme- 
diately fatal, and the wounded man, 
Morris Horwitz, 50, was taken to a 
hospital in a critical condition. 

Horwitz, an insurance broker, was 
sitting in the car with his wife, Rose, 
45, in front of their home on Carroll 
street, “Millionaire's Row,“ talkihg to 
a daughter who sat on the porch, Sud- 
denly, a man thrust a pistol and his 
head through a window of the car. 

Horwitz told police the man's eyes 
gleamed like those of an insane per- 
son as he said, Move over; start that 
ear, and keep going, or I'll kill you.” 

Horwitz moved over and the man 
jumped into the car. He struck Hor- 
wits over the head with his gun and 
then shot him through the shoulder, 
7 bullet Ker downward into the 
abdomen. The man then fled. 

After questioning Mrs. Horwitz and 
her daughter, police said their descrip- 
tions of the man tally with those of 
the killer of the first two victims, with 
minor exceptions, The man who, shot 
Joseph Mozynski, a week ago yester- 
day, and Noel Sowle Monsey night 
had been described as being dark, while 
the Horwitzes insisted he was blond 
and fair. Police said that this dis- 
crepancy might be due only to the 
poor light. 

The forces of law in New York and 
its environs tonight were organized in 
a hunt for a murderous maniac who 
es¢aped a month ago from the King's 
Park Asylum for the Insane at East 
Islip, L. I., in the hope that his ap- 
prehension might solve the killing of 
two men in Queens within a week. 

He is Joseph Ustica, slayer of Wil- 
liam Gilbride, Brooklyn contractor, in 
Freeport, L. I.. in 1928. a 


Hope of an early capture of the in- 


sane slayer was raised today by the 
story of Edward Miller, 15-year-old 
Creedmore (Queens) boy, that he prob- 
ably had seen the slayer immediately 
after the murder of Noel Sowley, 
whose body was found in his auto in 
a lonely road near Creedmore Monday 
night. 

The boy told police that a man came 
out of the bush as he rode his bicycle 
close by the scene of the murder, and 
told him that if he looked sharp as 
he went along he would see an auto- 
mobile parked on the side of the road. 

This man, who was mentioned first 
as only a casual picker of dandelions, 
may be the killer. police now believe. 
Police sent for Miller’ as soon as it 
wis discovered that Ustica was at 
large.

Admiral, Returning From 

Pole, Hears Long De- 
sired “Noises of Civi- 
lization.”

NEW YORK, June 19.—(/)— 

From a land so devoid of life that 
there aren't even microbes in the wa- 
ter, a country without horizons where 
sight is distorted as in a broken mir- 
ror, Rear Admiral Richard E. Byrd 
came home today for one of the 


greatest popular welcomes in the 
city’s history. 

Along his triumphal path hun- 
dreds of thousands cheered this man 
from the ends of the earth whose lat- 
est exploit was to fly over the south 
pole just as he previously soared 
above the north pole. On his way 
to the pole he discovered under the 
ice and snow of the antarctic enough 
coal to keep all the peoples of the 
earth warm for generations and 
found about 125,000 square miles of 
hitherto unknown land on which he 
planted the Stars and Stripes, 

In two interviews wedged between 
the many ceremonies of his first day 
back in New York, the admiral spoke 
of the strangeness of life in Little 
America, where his base was situated, 
anid of the scientific achievements his 
little arm@ of men had acconiplished. 
Not only was new land v 
ed,” he said, “hut it was also estab- 
lished that Carmen Land, reported by 
Amundsen, was not land at all. This 
is in no way discreditable to Amund- 
sen, because great pressure ice ridges 
pushed up in the air like mountains 
give the impression of land, and then 
there are mirages and most peculiar 
atmospheric conditions. 

“In the antarctic daylight you can’t 
see with any accuracy. You might 
fall down a crevasse by walking right 
into it without seeing it. If there ig 
a pressure ridge to the east of you, 
you. may look at it and then think 
you may see another to the west that 
is not there at all. Small objects 
look large; one of our men mistook 
a shoe lying not 10 feet from him for 
a seal. There is no visible horizon 
and everything is distorted. It was 
quite natural to believe that there was 
land where Amundsen reported his 
Carmen land, but it is now estab- 
lished that there is no land there.”

He 
realized that this coal could not he 
mined profitably at present but yisual- 
ized the possibility of its having com- 
mercial value in the future. 

“The antarctic now,” he said, “is 
going through an ice age, but we 
found evidence that at some time in 
the past it enjoyed a tropical or semi 
tronical temperature.”

The qualifying gate again closed 
tonight, cutting off all but the 60 
leaders and one tie for 60th place. 
George Von Elm, with a , 36-hole 
score of 160, was the only American 
shut out of the punishing two-round 
finish tomorrow. A score as low as 
158 was necessary to remain in the 
competition. F. C. Stevens, Jr., Los 
Angeles, just slipped in.

Immediate continued prosecution of

J. Allen Couch, J. E. Robinson, for- 
mer city employe; former Councilman 
Harry York and his business associ- 
ate, Jack White. 


Though the solicitor-general had not 
determined and said he would not like- 
ly determine before Tuesday, which 
one of the cases would be called to 
trial, it was strongly indicated it 
woukl be the Baxter or Norton cases.

Dr. Turner was sentenced Thurs- 
day morning by Judge Moore. He was 
convicted by a jury Wednesday night 
on a charge of bribery, the true bill 
against him asserting that he accept- 
ed a new sedan from the Federal Mo- 
tor Truck Sules Corporation for put- 
ting through council a contract with 
the company for the reconditioning of 
10 motor trucks belonging to the city.

sion has no legal right to contract a 
debt which will extend over a riod 
of one year, I regret exceedingly the 
necessity of withholding my signature 
from this agreement. but keel that it 
is my duty to do so.” 

The refusal of the mayor to sign 
the contract ‘will have no effect what- 
soever on its validity, according to the 
city attorney, Judge J. D. Blalock. 
The city charter provides that it is 
the duty of the city manager “to make 
and execute all lawful contracts on 
behalf of the city with the approval 
of the commission, except such as may 
otherwise be provided by law or by 
ordinance passed by the ommission.“ 
The charter says further it is the duty 
of the city manager to act as the 
executive and administrative head of 
the city governnient in all its affairs.”
